START WORK AT ONCE 
ON HIGHWAY PROGRAM 


Preparations are being made by the 
provincial public works department 
for an immediate start on highway 
improvement program for the present 
year, according to information receiv- 
ed by officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association. 

Contracts have been let already for 
208 miles of main highway gravel- 


‘) ling, Much of this work will be under- 


taken on the highway between Red 
Deer and Crossfield which was recon- 
structed last year, while another long 
stretch is in the southern part of the 
province, 

Major part of these gravelling con- 
tracts will be for hauling, with a simi- 
lar proportion for spreading and fin- 
ishing, 

The department also is going ahead 
with its “hard surfacing” program. 
It is the intention, acording to an- 
nouncement by Hon. W.A. Fallow, 
Minister of Public Works, to lay a sec- 
ond or “seal” coat on the main high- 
way between Calgary and Crossfield 
and from Millet to Ponoka. These 
sections of the Edmonton-Calgary 
highway, in addition to other sections, 
were “blottered’ last year. 

The province also intends to “blot- 
ter” a reconstructed highway immedi- 
ately west of Edmonton just as soon 
as spring weather conditions permit 
and also to carry out reconstruction 
for a stretch of 13 miles from Stony 
Plain to Carvell Corner.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT — 
REVIEWED WEEKLY BY 
MAJOR H.G.L. STRANGE 


A member of the Government re- 
cently announced that the Dominion 
Treasury had expended, on assistance 
for the West during the past eight 
years, the sum of 118 million dollars. 

Some of our good friends in the 
East have suggested that this is 4 
very handsome contribution, and that 
Western farmers, therefore, should be 
more modest in their demands for fur- 
ther assistance, 

We all agree that 118 million dol- 
lars is a lot of money; but there is 
something else to be remembered, too, 
which is that even during these dis- 
tressful eight years, the West con- 
tributed a much larger sum of money 
than 118 million dollars to Eastern 
Canada. 

Professor Viner, a recognized world 
authority stated to the Rowell com- 
mission recently that he calculated the 
Prairie Provinces contributed in nor- 
mal years approximately 47 million 
dollars each year to the Fast, in the 
form the of higher costs farmers had 
to pav for the things they bought; 
these higher costs being the result of 
the higher tariff protection enjoyed 
by Eastern manufacturing industries. 

Fur. then, from the West having 
been an expense to the East, actually 
even during those last eight years of 
great distress and need, prairie farm- 
ers still paid to the East, as a bonus, 
considerably more than they received 
from the Dominion.

MARTHA WASHINGTON’S

4 squares Baker's Unsweetened 

Chocolate 
1 cup sugar 


‘2 cup buttermilk or sour milk 
2's cups sifted Swans Down Cake 
Flour 
1's teaspoons Calumet Baking 
Powder 


34 teaspoon soda 
1, teaspoon salt 
14 cup butter or other shortening 
%4 cup sugar 
3 eggs, well beaten 
1 cup ‘buttermilk or 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
Melt chocolate over boiling water; 
add 1 cup sugar and ‘2 cup butter- 
milk and stir over boiling water un- 
til sugar is dissolved.

Arctic Areas Confirmed By 


Findings of British Scientists 


Because the average temperature 
around the Arctic is steadily rising it 
may be possible that in a hundred 
years or more people will take their 
summer vacations at the North Pole. 

British scientists have now con- 
firmed the fact that the Arctic re- 
gions in the vicinity of Spitsbergen 
are warming up at a rate of approxi- 
mately one degree in two years. 
Since the first observations were 
made in 1910 the winter temperature 
in the Polar regions rose nearly 16 
degrees. 

It has also been found that the 
Polar icefields are gradually receding 
northwards and the soil which usually 
remained solidly frozen throughout 
the year now undergoes a_ partial 
thaw during the summer. 

Among other facts supporting the 
theory of coming warmer tempera- 
tures in the Arctic is the diminishing 
amount of ice on the Barents Sea. 
During earlicr observations this sea 
had only small patches of water free 
from ice. Now large spaces of open 
water occur at frequent intervals. 
Ice-breakers and other vessels that 
make regular journeys to the far 
north, are now able to penetrate with 
ease the regions that only 20 years 
ago could not be reached. 

This great change has not been 
confined to areas north of the Rus- 
sian coast. Evidence comes from 
parts of Greenland that the winter 
temperatures are higher and with 
considerably less snow than ever be- 
fore. 

When scientists first noticed this 
warming up process they were in- 
clined to ascribe it to the increased 
North Atlantic Drift or to the 
change in the course of the warm 
current, the river of warmth. But it 
was found that temperatures 
came higher on land far removed 
from these possible influences, such 
as in the far northeast of Siberia 
and the well inland sections. 

Many research workers think now 
that the world as a whole is getting 
warmer. One scientist put forward 
the theory that the presence of 
great quantities of carbon dioxide 
from burned coal may be responsible 
for the change while astronomers 
attribute it to the variations in the 
radio-active energy of the sun reach- 
ing the earth.

No Hurry 

The average amateur starts opera- 
tions days or sometimes weeks too 
soon and stops long before satisfac- 
tory operations can be continued. 
With the general run of vegetables 
and flowers, there is no advant in 
getting things in while there is still 
danger of serious frost. One set- 
back from a cold day or two com- 
pletely offsets the early start and 
may indeed mean replanting the 
whole garden. This caution of course 
does not apply to the hardiest vege- 
tables or flowers or to grass seed. 
These should be sown just as soon as 
grass is fit to work. 

A Short Cut 

For a short cut the gardener is ad- 
vised to purchase a certain quantity 
of started plants of both flowers and 


vegetables, These are usually pur- 
chased from the greenhouse, florist 
or seed house. It is important to get 


the varieties wanted and on this ac- 
count it is an excellent idea to con- 
sult a good Canadian seed catalogue 
before placing the order. The gard- 
ener can look over the various varie- 
ties offered in the catalogue and 
should make sure that the particu- 
lay varieties wanted are in the boxes 
of plants bought.

Every Province In Canada To Be 
Represented At Event In 
Cleveland 
Canada is planning to make the 
7th World Poultry Congress and Ex- 
position another occasion for a ges- 
ture of friendliness to their good 
neighbors in the United States. The 
Congress, which is held every three 
years in a different country, will this 
year be staged at Cleveland, 
from July 28 to August 7, 1939, Can- 
ada will have the largest single ex-

Control Of Foodstuffs 


Stringent Government Measures To 
Be Adopted In Britain 
Measures designed to abolish war- 
time profiteering and speculation in 
food by placing its sale under strict 


government control were published 
by the British board of trade's de- 
partment of food defence plans, 


headed by Sir Henry French. 

The scheme provides for creation 
of 1,400 local food provisioning com- 
mittees, the personnel of which has 
been selected. All documents re- 
quired for their work, including 19,- 
000,000 food request blanks and 60,- 
000,000 ration cards, have been pre- 
pared by government printing press. 

The plan provides stringent gov- 
ernment control over the purchase 
of necessary foodstuffs from foreign 
countries and domestic producers. 
Authority to purchase and transport 
foodstuffs will be concentrated in 
government hands to eliminate com-! 
petition and speculation among pur- 
chasers and to avoid risks, losses, | 
damage and delay in shipment. 

Existing import firms would handle 
wartime purchases from abroad in| 
the capacity of government agents. 
Import committees would be estab- 
lished in each port zone in order to 
speed up control, unloading, storage 
and distribution of food 

The scheme, which has been under 
preparation for three years and) 
which is modelled on the experience 
of the closing years of the Great 
War, was said to be advanced to the 
stage where the pushing of a button) 
or the despatch of a telegram could 
set it in motion all over the country. 

The flow of supplies, regulated by 
the government, is expected to elimi- 
‘nate any necessity of forming queues 
at food supply centres.

HOW IT STARTED 


The universal totem of the barber, 
the pole painted in alternate stripes 
of red and white is familiar to every- 
one. Does everyone know how it 
started? 

The history of this pole dates back 
from the Middle ages when the bar- 
ber was the only surgeon. 

In the reign of Edward IV. a 
charter of incorporation was given 
to the “Freeman of the Mystery of 
the Barbers of the City of London 
using the Mystery of the Faculty of 
Surgery.” Thus the art of the sur- 
geon and the trade of the barber 
were combined. Governors of this 
combination were appointed and this 
step may be said to have been the 
inception of what is now the Royal 
College of Surgeons of England. 

In the reign of Henry VIII., the 
barbers and surgeons of London were 
merged into one body under the 
name of the “Mystery and Common- 
antly of the Barbers and Surgeons 
of London,” and Holbein the cele- 
brated artist, made a painting of the 
event. 

The charter of King Henry was 
confirmed by Charles I., but in the 
reign of George II., the old union of 
the Barbers and Surgeons was dis- 
solved and henceforth the surgeons 
of England were left to struggle 
along as best they could. They 
haven't made such a bad job of it.

BALDWIN SAYS — 
CANADA IS OBJECT 
LESSON TO EUROPE 


Toronto... Union of French and 
English in Canada is an object les- 
son to Europe that war or threat of 
war is “not necessarily a law of na- 
ture and that after centuries of 
strife, nations can seek peace and 
they can find it,” Earl Baldwin said 
here in the first of three lectures in 


University of Toronto's Convocation 
hall. 
That reconciliation and union of 


two racial groups was a_ practical 
demonstration not only of tolerance 
but also of “certain qualities by 
which alone our empire can be pre- 
served"—loyalty, sympathy and un- 
derstanding. 


In suggesting other countries 
might be persuaded to follow the ex- 
ample of the British, Earl Baldwin 
made plain he was not assuming any 
English complacency and self-right- 
eousness. 


“We in our empire, after much ex- 
periment, have adopted the method 
of mutal co-operation in attempting 
the solution of our problems. We 
have happily been able to show that 
difficulties can be resolved by discus- 
sion where we are certain they could 
not be by force. We have found that 
this method of co-operation can be 
adapted to domestic needs as well as 
to those of wider imperial import. 


“There nothing of complacency 
or self-righteousness in holding that 
such methods may be employed in a 
wider sphere and in failing to see 
why they should not employed 
with success.” 

His address inaugurated a lecture- 
ship established in tribute to the 
“wise and beneficent rule’ of Sir 
Robert Falconer as president from 
1907 to 1932 of the University of 
Toronto, a university which has be- 
come, in Earl Baldwin's opinion, 
“one of the most significant in the 
English-speaking world,” 

“What common stuff have I found 
in our people?" Earl Baldwin asked. 
“Fundamentally a stout individual- 
ism, yet with the power of co-opera- 
tion, a broad and tolerant humanity, 
and humor. Not wit, which is of the 
intellect, but humor, which is of the 
heart 

“It is said that we are impervious 
to ideas and that problems of the 
intellect do not interest us as a peo- 
ple. There is truth in that but I do 
not think that we are incapable of 
undersanding.” 

The Englishman's reaction to a 
new proposition in politics or other 
fields was, “will it work?" and he 
had an uncanny instinct as to what 
would or would not work.

No two democracies were alike, 
either in form or spirit. The British 
constitution, a monarchy and de- 
mocracy, could never have been cre- 
ated but only evolved, the result of 
the work of countless men of all 
classes and many creeds. 

“This tradition is in itself our 


greatest safeguard and without it we 
should be more exposed to certain 
obvious dangers in not having a 
written constitution. In that we are 
singular. The very flexibility makes 
us cautious and at the same time 
allows us an adaptability in our evo- 
lution which our political sense en- 
ables us to utilize to the fullest ex- 
tent” 

The English party system was not 
one of rival ideologies nor of “im- 
ported innovations’ adapted to a 
structure unfitted to receive them. 
The danger of the constitution would 
come on the day the party system 
was changed to that of rival 
ideologies, neither of which will suf- 
fer the very existence of its oppon- 
ents, 

“Any attempt to change the basis 
of our constitution whether from the 
left or right might easily strain it to 
the breaking point. That is why in- 
ternally we have no dealings with 
Fascism or Communism. Either 
would destroy the soul of our people 
and the form of our constitution.”

A Vicious Spiral 


Sir Edward Beatty Opposed To Any 
Further Increase In Taxation 

Montreal.__While taxes are neces- 
sary, there is no need for Canadains 
to “reconcile ourselves to any fur- 
ther increase in taxation, or even to 
the maintenance of the present situ- 
ation,” Sir Edward Beatty, president 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway, told 
the annual meeting of the Purchas- 
, ing Agents’ Association of Montreal. 

“My own strong feeling is that we 


have got into a vicious spiral,’ he 
said. “Disturbed economic  condi- 
tions have tended to increase the 


number of people who are supported 
by taxation. This in turn, increases 
taxation, which tends to enlarge the 
number who will become dependent 
on taxes. I think, indeed, that we 
have gone quite far on such a spiral 
in Canada, but I do not believe that 
we have to go on unendingly.” 

A matter to which the association 
might devote its attention, said the 
speaker, was that of price parity in 
the Dominion. 

“In my business,” he said, “I am 
very much worried about this lack of 
price parity ... and what I can do 
with it. | 

“I know, for example, that our 
biggest single block of customers 
the farmers of western Canada 
| not getting enough for their goods to 
enable them to buy what other peo- 
ple have to sell, and my company 
cannot hope to prosper unless this 
exchange of traffic goes on. If we 
are to have profit, then the farmer | 
must sell wheat and buy other goods 
as well. It is difficult for him to do 
that in any volume at the present | 
level of income which he enjoys. | 

“That leads me to think that, un-| 
less the price of what the farmer | 
produces is going to rise very rapid- 
ly, the resf of us will have to set our 
minds very seriously to reducing the| 
price of what he buys.” |

Hon. R. B. Bennett, 
addressing a Canada club dinner in 
his honor, said people claiming equal- 
ity within the British commonwealth 
of nations could not possibly be at 
war and at peace at the same time. 

“You cannot maintain neutrality 
and owe allegiance to a common 
crown if one Dominion is at war and} 
another is at peace,” the former 
Canadian prime minister said. “That 
problem, however, is with us and is 
one with which responsible  states- 
men of the empire must grapple.” | 

Mr. Bennett said that however 
great difficulties were encountered, 
or whatever sacrifices were involved, 
if the life of the empire was threat- 
ened, there would arise ‘such a feel- 
ing as would manifest itself by 
sweeping aside longings for peace.” | 

In that surge would also arise a 
demand that Canadians take their 
place in defending the life of the 
empire along with the freedom and 
liberty its peoples had enjoyed. 

He is convinced that if the empire 
is to survive it can only do so on 
the basis of consolidation of its eco- 
nomic life. 

“I believe we must find some 
scheme for closer co-ordination of 
effort in foreign affairs if we are to 
present a united front to the world,” 
Mr. 


Bennett went on. 
He said he personally was con- 
vinced that ministers of every gov- 
ernment of overseas Dominions 


might well be resident in London for 
closer consultation in times of crisis 
and to “present a common front to 
the world.” 

This was the first public dinner given 
Mr. Bennett since he arrived to take 
up permanent residence in England.

Italy Finding Subjection Of Ethiopia 
Is Costly Business 


According ‘+ Augur, one of the 
world’s chief authorities on Euro- 
pean political affairs, Mussolini has 
found Ethiopia far from being a 
land of milk and honey, but rather 
a land of thorns and scorpions. 
Ethiopia has faded from the news- 
papers since the conquest was recog- 
nized by Great Britain. It was pre- 
sumed that Italy was busy there 
with her great civilizing mission, 
making the desert to bloom like the 
rose and converting the already 
Christian natives to her own particu- 
lar brand of religion. The truth ap- 
pears to be somewhat different, J. 
V. McAree recounts in the Toronto 
Globe and Mail, and one can have 
little doubt that but for the neces- 
sity of dictators to celebrate vic- 
ories Mussolini would bitterly regret 
that ever he made war on that coun- 
try. It promises to be a sinkhole 
for Italian funds, urgently required 
at home, and a graveyard for both 
Italian soldiers and any civilians who 
can be induced to invade it as set- 
tlers. Moreover, its complete con- 
quest is yet afar off. Many of the 
Ethiopians are still under arms, 
Much of the land is not yet edmin- 
istered by the Italians. Mussolint 
might well wonder whether the cam- 
paign which would be necessary to 
bring Ethiopia completely under sub- 
jection would be worth a fraction of 
its cost. 

But it is known at least that Mus- 
solini can afford only two campaigns 
a year, and his failure to make a 
real conquest of Ethiopia is caused 
more by financial stringency than 
by lack of men. Armies can be got 
together merely by whistling the 
men up. But it costs money to equip 
them, to feed them and to clothe 
them, and they themselves are 
wholly unproductive. It would be in- 
teresting to note the exports from 
Ethiopia to Italy in the past two 
years, and calculate whether the in- 
crease would balance the export of 
sick and wounded Italian soldiers 
the same period. 

It is difficult to imagine that Mus- 
solinis whole Ethiopian adventure 
was part of a strategy to locate 
Italian armies in places where they 
could threaten France and Britain, 
but that seems to be one of the only 
two possible reasons why they con- 
tinue to be maintained there. Should 
they be used against his European 
neighbors, he is likely to find that 
in another and dangerous way 
Ethiopia has become a liability and 
not an asset,
